Orrel A. Parker of the Automobile 
Club of America, proposed that a tire 
contest be framed up and conducted 
in conjunction with that for the Glid- 
den trophy, but it was decided this 
would complicate matters too much, 
The tire makers do much to help along 
the national touring cont every 
year, and there is a sentiment in favor 
of more attention being paid to the 
ormances of tirce In the contest. 
rding the matter, H. Fisk 
says: 


“The Glidden tour is the best event 
there te for a practical test of tires 
as well as of cars, and it seems a pity 
that the public cannot learn from it 
as much about the performances of 
the tires In tt, ae they learn of the 
performances of the care. The tire 
makers do spend considerable money 
supporting the tour, and would seem 
entitied te consideration. is 
question. however, whether the tire 
people can agree as to how much de- 
tall they want recorded. I think it 
would be fair for all to have the tires 
used by each car stamped on the ob- 
server's card and a complete record 
kept of every change of tube or since 
and the cause for the change. This 
would act as something of a check on 
deceptive announcements concerning 
the absence of troubles with tires, and 
that would be a great deal, for it is 
not «0 much by false statements of 
vxeellent performances that tires are 
misrepresented, as it is by the con- 
cealment of troubiecs. the tire 
makers would agtee. @ satisfactory 
record could be kept by the observers 
without much trourle and the public 
could leara semething about tires in

How livery ts Bought. 


I asked this«young man as to the selling prices of 
ivory. He tells me that the ordinary price in the in- 
terior for a tusk of 180 pounds is about 120 rupees, or 
| $40. At Mombasa the same tusk would be worth $400 
| or $600. The tvory varies in price according to jocality, 
and that which is worth 16 cents a pound on Lake Tan- 
ganyika will sell for $2.66 a pound at the seacoast. In 
buying ivory of the natives the current money is Amer- 
jean cotton sheeting. which is turned in at the rate of 
16 cents a yard. The same cloth sells in Europe for 
about 4 cents a yard. The European and indian cloths 
are cheaper, and the traders try to put them in instead 
of the American. Many of these cloths come from Bom- 
bay. They are so thin that one can see through them. 
The German cloths are little better. 


Our goods are known as Americani all over East Af- 
rica, and they are the only kind that really sell them- 
selves. This man Klein keeps a big stock of Americani 
at a number of interior trading stations. He has a 
branch office at Tabora, which lies about midway be- 
tween here and Lake Tanganyika, where he has now 
something like $40,000 worth of Americani on hand.

“NOTHING NEW.” 


INVENTORS Ger Most or THEIR IDEAS FROM 
PLANTS AND ANIMALS, 


{London Saturday Journal:] The ideas for most of 
the things man has invented for his own use have been 
taken from animals and plants—copied. , 

In the webbed feet of aquatic birds and the hind feet 
of the frog we have the prototypes of the feathering 
floats of the paddle wheels of steamships, and the prin- 
ciple of feathering a pair of oars when rowing. 


Fishes use their swimming bladder to descend by 
ejecting the air, and to ascend by refilling the air bag. 
This principle has been largely used in shipbuilffng. 
Water-tight partitions are made to divide the vessel into 
a number of air chambers. 

The claws of the crab and lobster resemble closely a 
gasfitter’s pliers, having teeth-like projections all along 
the inner portion to increase their grip. It is the lower 
portion which moves; this portion works on a hinge 
or fulcrum. The motion is applied by means of a strong. 
muscle attached to a- cartilaginous blade. 

Some West Indian crabs can use only the extreme 
ends of their claws. In this respect they resemble the 
ordinary carpenter's pincers. 

There is nothing new in the rams of modern men-of- 
war to enable one ship to charge another. It is the 
device of the swordfish of the Indo-Pacific Ocean. Its 
upper jaw has a long beak or ram, by means of which 
it can pierce not only fish, but the sides of timber-built 
ships. 

Even the plants have forestalled human inventions. 
Nearly everybody, perhaps, has wondered why the stems 
of nearly all plants and the trunks and branches of 
trees are round instead of any other shape. The exist- 
ence of tall plants and trees depends largely on the wind 
force. And a tree with square trunk and branches 
would offer so much resistance to the wind that it would 
be continually having its branches snapped. 

It is for the same reason that engineers build tal! 
chimneys and piers for bridges round in section in pref- 
erence to any other form. — 

The stems of bamboos, grasses, wheat, oats, etc. are 
hollow, although they grow to great heights in compari- 
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that to gain strength as they grew the stems ought to be 
solid at the base, but it is not so. Careful experiments 
have proved that a solid column subject to bending 
strains is no stronger than a hollow one of the same di- 
ameter. 


Consequently all iron shafts are made hollow. And 
the steel shafts which drive the screws of steamships 
have a hole bored down the center to reduce the weight. 
But this does not reduce the strength. 


The thickness of the branches of trees is In propor- 
to the weight to be borne. Horizontal branches, such 
as those of the cedar and elm, are much thicker than 
the almost vertical branches of the poplar. The aver- 
age natural factor in breaking is.about one in ten, ex- 
clusive of wind pressure, and engineers employ a factor 
of six in building with timber. 

The art of weaving, rope and netmaking is prac- 
ticed by some of the lower forms of life, notably among 
caterpillars and spiders. The weaver birds of Africa 
and India, which are a species of finch, construct won- 
derful nests out of leaves by sewing them together. 


THE FILTER DANGER. 
As the heat increases, more water is drunk, and 
greater grows the mortality list of those diseases—ty- 
phoid, cholera and so forth—whose germs flourish in 
polluted water. 


It is a dangerous error to rely on the household filter 
as a shield from this midsummer danger. Sir Ray Lan- 
kester, Dr. Andrew Wilson, the editor of “Health,” and 
many investigating commissions have often pointed out 
that the common filter cannot free water of its germs. 
but, on the contrary, it often may communicate danger- 
ous germs to pure water. 

The charcoal filter, for instance, while failing wholly 
to arrest the typhoid germs that are passed through it. 
often adds such germs to wholesome water, for char- 
coal, the base of this filter, is one of the recognize! 
germ-propagating grounds. 

There is only one filter, the porcelain cylinder filter, 
that will free water of germs. This filter is too com- 
plex to be used by the ordinary householder. It is a fil- 
ter for the laboratory of the chemist. 

The household filter, with the false confidence it gives. 
with the germs that it gives sometimes, Is a danger. It 
should be supplanted by the simple boiling process. 
Boiling kills germs, it renders them quite harmiess. Pre- 
fer, therefore, to be a germ graveyard rather than a 
germ aquarium, and, throwing away your cheap filter. 
boll your water from now on.

and over 100 Kaili Kaili, Arifamu and Okeina carriers, 


had just returned to the coast after having spent a sleep- 
less and exciting night in the interior, where we were | 
surrounded by 1590 warriors of the Dobodura tribe and 
had lived in momentary dread of filling their cooking- 
pots, or worse still, of being captured alive and slowly 
tortured to death. 


Cannibalistic Methods. 


This tribe, when they capture a prisoner, tie him to & 
post, keep him alive for days, and meanwhile feed on 
him slowly by cutting out pieces of flesh, and prevent 
his bleeding to death with a special preparation of 
their own concoction, and finally, when he is nearly 
dead, they make a hole in the left side of the head and 
feed on the hot fresh brains. 

Dyke-Acland and myself fully agreed with Monckton, 
as we were not by any means grateful to the Doboduras 
for giving us the worst fright of our lives. We had, it 
ra is true, killed quite a few of them, but we recognized 
x the fact that our force was insufficient to hold our owt 
: much less to punish these brutal tribesmen. So we de- 
termined to journey up north and get help from the 
= magistrate of the northern division on the Mambare 

; River before returning to the Dobodura country. 


That evening, four Notu chiefs came in to camp to

with them presents of dogs’ teeth and shell necklaces, 
and seemed greatly excited, all talking at once, each 
trying to outtalk his fellows, and wagged their heads 
at us in turn.

“We undoubtedly have the proper notion of the way 
to observe a great national! holiday, Hops. Everybody 
says 80, except a few fussy persons who hate a little 
pleasant noise and don't like to find the sidewalk in 
front of the house cluttered up with shoulder blades and 
the eardrums of strangers and beauty spots and thumb- 
nails and one thing and another, when they start down- 
town on the morning of the fifth.

In the deep woods 
the best way they know of ushering in the day is to fire 
off a brass cannon loaded with back numbers of the 
home paper and the index fingers of the firing party. 
This lasts until they run out of fingers, or sample copies, 
or both. Along about 10 o'clock when the perfumery 
of arnica is beginning to spread freely and Dr. Watts’s 
buggy horse has fallen from overexertion, evrybody goes 
out to Perkins's Grove, which is so-called because it’s a 
treeless expanse with a few new-born saplings around 
the edges and the thermoiacter climbs up to 98 and 
then stops and spits on its halids and takes a deep breath 
and climbs some more, or else there's a cloudburst with 
two inches of rainfall in less than twenty minutes, and 
the Forks of Elkhorn W. J. Bryan Silver Cornet Band 
executes a selection of popular airs.

WASHINGTON’s BoyHoop HomeEsas 
Ir Was anDIs. |

HE boyhood home of George Washington was Fred- 

ericksburg, a quaint city by the Rappahannock, 

and an old city whose story touches that of the 
great republic at many points in the colonial, revolu- 
tionary, constitutiona] and Civil War periods. Wash- 
ington was born in Westmoreland county, on the Poto- 
mac, and lived his later youth and his maturity at 
Mount Vernon, but the home of his boyhood was on the 
bank of the Rappahannock. It was there he went to 
school to Mr. Hobby; there was laid the scene of the 
apocryphal story of the cherry tree; there conquered the 
' wild colt; and there he threw a silver dollar, or other 
object, across the river. It was at Fredericksburg that 
he was initiated into Masonry, and it was there he took 
final leave of his mother before assuming the office of 
President at New York, and it was there Mrs. Washing- 
ton died, August 25, 1789. Fredericksburg is rich in 
relics and memories of the Washingtons. 

Not long after the birth of George Washington on the 
Pope’s Creek, or Bridge’s Creek farm in Westmoreland 
county, Washington's parents, his half-brother Law- 
rence; and perhaps also his half-brother Augustine, re- 
moved to a farm on the Rappahannock River in Staf- 
ford county. This farm at that time was somewhat be- 
low the city of Fredericksburg. The date of the re- 
moval of the Washingions from the Potomac to the 


Rappahannock is uncertain, but was no doubt betwees 
1735 and 1740. The Rappahannock farm had been 
owned for several years by Augustine Washington the 
elder, and being close to a city, while his other holdings 
were distant from one, it is judged that the Washing- 
tons desired to try the experience of city Ife. This

George Washington's father died on April 12, 1743, 
leaving large landed possessions. The home farm on 
the lower Potomac he bequeathed to his eldest son, Au- 
gustine. To his son Lawrence he left the farm on the 
Potomac River between Dogue Run and Hunting Creek, 
which Lawrence subsequently called Mount Vernon. To 
George, when he should come of age, he bequeathed the 
farm on the Rappahannock. : 

It was on this farm that many of the incidents of 
George's youth are said to have occurred. The cherry- 
tree story has long ago been discarded; the colt-break- 
ing feat is probable, and the missile-throwing is plaus- 
ible, for at Fredericksburg the Rappahannock is not 
over 125 yards wide. Doubt has been cast on the pitch- 
ing story, because so many persons have lost sight of 
the fact that George Washington lived on any other 
river than the Potomac, which at his birthplace is about 
four miles wide. 

Of the Washington farm at Fredericksburg, Washing-

George Washington's sister, Elizabeth, married Maj. 
Fielding Lewis of Fredericksburg. He. built in 1749 a 
great house which he called Kenmore. It was not long 
after the death of Mrs. Washington that her widowed 
daughter Betty moved from Kenmore to live with her 
daughter, Mrs. Carter, in Lancaster county. There she 
died in 1797, and her children sold Kenmore. Mrs. 
Washington had been buried at a romantic spot in the 
Kenmore grounds, and the late purchasers of the place 
laid out their family burial plot close to Mra. Wash- 
ington’s grave. They enclosed their cemetery with & 
high brick wall, leaving Mrs. Washington’s grave on 
the outside. Her resting-place was neglected for a cen- 
tury. Various efforts to erect a monument over the 
grave failed, but on May 10, 1894, the present classic 
shaft that marks ber grave was dedicated. 

The site of Mary Washington's grave overlooks « 
gentle valley between Fredericksburg and the bloody 
heights south of the town. Close by is a group of big 
gray rocks shaded by tall oaks. Mrs. Washington's 
habit was to retire to this place and read her bible, knit 
and pray. and because of this, these boulders are today 
called “the prayer rocks.”

SYMBOLS OF AMERICAN PATRIOTISM 
ON MANY ANIMALS.

S YMBOLS of patriotism abound at the Zoo. 


The enthusiast on American institutions who 
would turn his mind to things patriotic on July 
Fourth, the nation's nata] day, could not do better than 
to go take a look at the birds and other animals col- 
lected there for the study of natura) history. 

Stars and stripes? 

He’ll find as many of them as in the decorations of a 
village stand from which on the national holiday is to 
be read by some sonorous orator the Declaratfon of In- 
dependence. 

If Uncle Sam himself had played the part of Nature, 
he could not have more fittingly decorated animals with 
the markings that figure so prominently in the Ameri- 
can flag. 

These markings were not put in the animal kingdom 
from motives of patriotism. It is just as well that the 
fact be admitted right at the start. In the scheme of | 
things the coat of the tiger or giraffe or the zebra was |

Stgjpe marking which occurs on a number of animals, 

lly during the early part of their lives, is carried 

to its highest development in the zebra, every part of 

whose body is marked out in a seemingly artificial color 

scheme of bands, which are continued even through the 
hair of the mane. 

The underside of the Grevy zebra is also light, taking 
off the rotundity and apparent solidity of the animal. 

This whiteness has its important function. Viewed 
from the distance it causes a loss of the shadow effect, 
and produces a flatness, which helps the animal to 
disappear as in the background.

This event was well written up in the London 
papers; and, while some of them poked fun at Mr. 
Stead, most of them regarded the affair quite seriously, 
and even such grave journals as the Times and Morning 
Post unreservedly praised it. 


From “roping in” the American Ambassador, Stead 
next made a descent upon the British Cabinet and suc- 
ceeded in getting Mr. Bryce to attend one of the cele- 
brations; and from that time, London’s Fourth of July 
has, so to speak, increased and multiplied. In the vari- 
ous celebrations which have been held at Browning Hall 
since that time, Mr. Stead has always been able to get 
some distinguished person to deliver a rousing speech 
on “the day we celebrate.” Even Asquith, the present 
Prime Minister of England, has attended this novel cele- 
bration. 

In was the present Prime Minister of England, in fact, 
who inaugurated the Browning Settlement in 1895. Be- 
sides those already mentioned, others of note who have 
spoken at Browning Hall on “the Fourth” have been 
Prof. Graham Taylor of the Chicago University; Prof. 
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William McDowell, Justin McCarthy. Hon. W. P. Reeves, 
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bust of Robert Browning by his son 


the late Sir Walter Besant, Henry George, Jr., and many 
others. Instead of the Fourth of July being an obscure 
event in a still more obscure section of London, it has 
grown to assume almost international importance. Mr. 
Stead is a great believer in “miracies,” and he would 
not be surprised to see the Fourth become a regular 
British holiday in the not distant future. 


Among the most enthusiastic celebrants of the day 
are the children. Walworth is “across the river”—that 
is, on the southern side of the Thames—and amid a pop- 
uvlace plunged in poverty.

Until the middle of 
the nineteenth century the only kind of cloth made was 
that known as tapa cloth. The two names are now 
used interchangeably, although the “t” originally be- 
longed to the Samoan language and the “k" to the Ha- 


This cloth was manufactured chiefly from the 
the paper mulberry tree, a species native to 
Japan and the islands of the Pacific, but the bark of 
tree was occasionally used for the sane 


In the early days, before the picturésque grass houses 
disappeared, each native home had at least one mul- 
berry tree besides the palms that shaded it. As soon 
as a mulberry reached the height of about twenty feet, 
its smaller branches and twigs were broken off, prob- 
ably by the children, who loved to scramble into the 
branches and throw the boughs to the group of chat- 
ting women seated on the ground below. With the aid 
of their strong teeth, the women loosened the bark, and 
having stripped it off, tore it into long shreds by a dex- 
trous use of the thumbnail. After a sufficient amount 
of material was thus prepared, the whole family jo‘ned 
in carrying it to a stream and placing it where ;unning 
water could play over it without washing it away. 
Here it was left, perhaps two or three days, to steep and 
soften, while the workers, conscious of a well-earned 
rest, spent their time in the fishing, swimming and div- 
ing so dear to the native heart. 

When the bark was again taken from the water, the 
softened surfacés were scraped with a sharp seashell) or 
fish bone, and the pieces laid carefully, edge to edge, in 
several layers upon a flat block of wood, great care be- 


For these purposes it was left its natural creamy white, 
but if it was to be used for decoration or was destined 
for a chief's house, it was dyed. The South Sea Island- 
ers 

in obtaining reds, 
Yellow was more difficult to procure and, per- 
haps for that reason, was more highly prized and be- 


fered from the club used before in that each surface 
had some simple design carved upon it. Another woman 
sat facing the log from the opposite side with the new, 
white tapa in a roll upon her knees. One edge of the 
cloth was unrolled and laid upon the log. Having 
dipped one of her clubs in the required dye, the first 
woman laid it with a sharp, quick movement upon the 
tapa and so impressed the design carved upon the club. 
By repeated changes of clubs, a varied design was made 
over the whole surface. Then, to emphasize the pattern, 
broad black lines were painted on with a blunt stick to 
outline divisions or to cover defects made in placing the 
clubs. Often a number of black circles were added be- 
fore the effect was considered complete. 

Tapa cloth was used in many ways, but chiefly for 
beds, which were composed of as many layers of the 
cloth as the owner was industrious enough to make or 
wealthy enough to buy. In some cases as many as a 
hundred were laid upon one another, and they made a 
really soft and springy mattress. They also served as 
covers for the sleeper. They were used for clothing by 
both men and women and, in smaller pieces, served 
many purposes in the household. The walls of the grass 
huts were often hung with them, especially in the homes 
of the chiefs. After the introduction of horses they 
made useful and showy saddle blankets, and were used 
for the “pa-u” or riding costume of the women. 

With the introduction of woven cloth the tapa soon 
lost favor, and is now in common use only in remote 
districts. Its manufacture has practically ceased in the 
Hawalian Islands, where native specimens are becoming 
so rare as to be very valuable. In all Pacific ports, 
however, the curio-hunting tourist wil) stil) find plenty 
of tapa cloth which he will be led to believe is the 
product of the particular spot he happens to be visiting. 
Most of this tapa is now manufactured in the Samoan 
Islands, where the people have found it profitable to 
continue the industry for the sake of supplying the 
stores of curio dealers.

Thrips Rampant. 

T is strange what a furore a very minute organism 

can make, especially when it attacks the living of 

thousands of farmers with no immediate prospects of 
its control. For weeks the people of many deciduous 
fruit centers have been appealing for help against the 
inroads of the thrips. This minute creature is making 
barren hundreds of acres of fine prune orchards. It at- 
tacks cherry trees with great severity and is found af- 
fecting the blossoms of the apple and the pear. Se 
great has the stress become that the San Francisco 
Board of Trade, the various departments of county, State 
and nation, and fruit associations are appealing for aid. 
Formal and insistent application has been made to the 
Department of Agriculture for help, and it looks like the 
whole State would soon be facing a great scourge. The 
thrips (Enthrips pyri) is particularly destructive in the 
Santa Clara Valley. It is reported along the foothills of 
the Sierras and in Alameda districts. im fact, it may 
soon be found everywhere. The Sacramento County 
Horticultural Commission has taken alarm and is asking 
the Supervisors to require nothing but new sacks to be 
used in the county in handling the present season's out- 


of the stamens and pistils. In fact, the thrips enter the 
bloom buds befere opening, and then destroy the pros- 
pective crop in embryo. Prunes and cherries suffer the 
most material injury. In severe cases of attack it makes 
the trees completely barren, and as yet no 
greatly lessening the’evil have been discovered. 

In most cases 
of pest attacks the grower has some ready means of 
control. and in some cases of complete protection. But 
with this little oily-backed invader a new story of orch- 
ard peril will be written. Sprays are innocuous, culti- 
vating the soil diligently to destroy the winter forms is 
hardly palliative, and no insect enemy Of the thrips has 
appeared.

White Fly News. 

HAVE just had an interview with B. B. Whitney, the 

man in actual contact with the white-fly question at 
Marysville and Oroville. Mr. Whitney, next to Mr. 
Carnes. has borne the brunt of the grilling fight against 
this pest now for nearly a year, during which time he 
has spent every working day facing the grave problem 
of attempted extirpation of the fly. For the last week 
Whitney has been away from the front for the first time, 
helping install the heavy cases at the insectary. He will 
return to his duties of patrolman soon and join Mr. But- 
ler. who is in charge of the Marysville field while Whit- 
ney is absent. 

Mr. Whitney has about given up finding a larvae or 
adult fly at Marysville. It is one of the circumstances 
in which a positive declaration cannot be made, and no 
one should say that the fly is exterminated. But when 
two expert inspectors like Whitney and Butler, both 
spending their entire time looking for signs of an out- 
break—when two such experts search for weeks without 
finding one larvae or one of the well-known pupa cases, 
what conclusion should be reached? This is the situation 
at Marysville, over one year after the discovery of the 
outbreak. At Oroville not a sign of the pest has been 
found since defoliation and fumigation were finished last 
_ and the same fs true of Bakersfield, where 
those great seedlings were fumigated three times.

The reason 
for the illusion is easily discovered, as Canadian ship- 
pers send plain and beautifully-illustrated placards with 
nearly every consignment, while the American shippers 
send little or no advertising matter. The result is that

In the Apple Garden. 


S a take-off on some of the fool theories advanced 

by various “plant wizards,” the following from an 
eastern exchange will pass. It is in reply to a commu- 
nication suggesting that the way to grow seedless ap- 
ples is to grow the tree from a cutting “upside down.” 

“I may say that I tested this method thoroughly my- 
self some years ago, while living in Arkansas, and I 
never failed in an experiment 
where one succeeds in the original propagation and se- 
cures a tree growing upside down, it always bears seed- 
less fruit without fail. 

“Another method which I followed was almost as sur- 
prising in its results, though not of so much practical 
value. I mention it, however, on account of its scien- 
tific interest. All expert propagators are acquainted 
with the method known as ring budding. A ring of 
bark is peeled off clear around a young sboot, which is 
used as a stock. Another similar ring is taken from the 
variety to be propagated, and is fitted so as to replace 
exactly the ring taken off the stock. Of course this 
ring has to be slit down one side in order to be taken 
off. Well, one night in the spring of 1890, | was hurry- 
ing to finish a job of ring budding several pear trees.

side out. I did not notice it till some time tn June, but 
it was growing so nicely then that I let’ it go. Three 
years later it bore, but the fruits, like the scion, were 
wrong side out.

“| have oné more case to record, which appears to me 
more remarkable than the last, and of the utmost prac- 
tical value. But in order to make it altogether clear, | 
must first refer to another matter.

My wife, who was Pennsylvania Dutch, has a 
way of baking apples and pork, however, which beats 
anything I ever saw. She used to take out the core of 
the apple with a common tubular corer and insert a sau- 


| sage into the cavity. The apple and sausage were then 


baked together, and it certainly does make a delicious 
dish. 

“Now, in the spring of 1895, we were buichering a pig 
just at apple-grafting time. My brother, who was heilp- 
ing me, cut off the pig's tail and threw it on the ground. 
It attracted my attention, and my mind being full of 
horticultura] scheme, I immediately took it, while yet 
warm, enclosed it in a tube of fresh apple bark taken 
from a Bailey Sweet apple tree, and used the whole as 
a scion, I grafted it into a vigorous Ben Davis apple 
tree standing near the cow barn. To my astonishment 
scion grew.
